1. As per Applicant's instructions in Paper 19 as filed on 1/20/04, claims 1, 26, 29, 
32, 37, 40, have been amended, claims 13-21, 31 have been canceled, and claims 
46-49 have been newly added. 



2. Applicants' remarks with respect to amended claims 1-49, with the exception of 
canceled claims, have been considered. However, the Applicants' arguments are moot 
in view of the election/restriction. 



3. This application contains amended claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Fig. 1 , cable TV system, one preferred embodiment of the invention 

Species II: Fig. 2, DHCT 

Species III: Fig. 3, system memory

Currently, no claim is 
considered generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the Examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(l).
